Mat it please Your Excellekcy, 

We, tKe Board of Superintendence of the City of Dublin Hos- 
pitals, submit to your Excellency this our Twenty-eighth Annual 
Report, under the statute 19 & 20 Yic. cap. ex., passed on the 
29th July, 1856, entitled “ Dublin Hospitals Regulation Act.” 

During the year ending 31st March, 1886, we have inspected 
the several Hospitals in this city which receive aid from Parlia- 
ment. 

These are : — 

1. Westmoreland Lock Hospital 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. Hardwieke Fever Hospital 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital 

3. Steevens’s Hospital 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary, 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital 

7. Copmbe Lying-in Hospital 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital; and 

9. Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of the, 

Concordatum Fund. 

On making these inspections we carefully inquired respecting 
the state and condition of each institution. 

The wards and other parts of the buildings were examined, to 
ascertain if due provision were made for the comfort of the 
patients, and aU necessary attention given to them. 

On the 1st of April, 1885, there remained 817 patients in these 
Hospitals. 

The number admitted during the year was 8,686, making the 
total under treatment 9,503, of whom 8,274, left the wards cured, 
reheved, or were dismissed for other causes, and 443 died. 

786 patients remained in Hospital at the close of the year. 
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The mortality was 5'29 per cent, on those treated to a termina- 
tion. 

The total average daily number of beds occupied in all the 
Hospitals throughout the year was 6'88'74!. 

The time spent in Hospital of each patient under treatment, 
omitting the inmates of the Hospital for Incurables, averaged 
21’15 days. 

Appendix. — Table No. 1 shows a list of diseases of patients 
treated in the several Hospitals and the number that died of any 
particular disease during -the year ended 81st March, 1886. 

Table No. 2, shows the average cost per bed occupied, 
throughout the year ending 31st March, 1886, for maintenance 
and for establishment, and for both, exclusive of buildings and 
furnishing such buildings. 

Table No. 3 shows the several sources of income of each 
Hospital. 

Table No. 4, sets forth in detail the chief heads of expenditure 
of each Hospital. 

Table No. 5, gives the number of patients treated in each 
Hospital, the mortality per cent., the average daily number of 
beds occupied during the year, and the present extent of accom- 
modation for each class of patients. 

Table No. 6, shows the price of articles supplied to each 
Hospital per contract or otherwise. 

Table No. 7, gives the various dietaries in use in each Hospital. 

Table No. 8, gives the names of the Governors of each Hospital, 
and number of attendances during the year. 

Mr. Hughes, the Registrar of the Westmoreland Lock and 
St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospitals, again kept the Board of 
Superintendence waiting for the returns from these Hospitals for 
a month beyond the time appointed by the Board, although 
he promised the Chairman, on the occasion of the inspections, that 
he would not be in arrear with them, as he had always been. 


The Westmoreland Lock. 

On the day of inspection there were 87 patients under treat- 
ment, all of whom appeared well eared for, and those not con- 
fined to bed were neat and cleanly in dress. The wards and 
corridors were orderly and well ventilated. The building is old 
and not well planned, but considering its somewhat inconvenient 
structure, it answers its purpose fairly well. 

Discipline is well maintained among the inmates, and the 
doors leading to the several divisions are kept locked— -which is 
said to be necessary for the classification of patients. It would 
be difficult to effect the smallest reformation, or prevent the 
spread of moral contagion, if the old and the young, the hardened 
and the comparatively inexperienced in vice, were associated in 
the same wards. 

The Governors have endeavoured as far as possible to give 
effect to the recomToendations of the Hospital Commissioners of 
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1855, and accordingly the classification of patients in separate 
wards is arranged as follows 

1st. Patients admitted for the first time. 

2nd. Convalescent patients, or those admitted from asylums. 

Srd. Married women patients. 

4jth. Patients who have been in the hospital before. 

In addition there is a separate ward for dangerously ill and 
dying patients. 

A certain number of those who give hopes of reformation are 
employed as assistant nurses and laundresses. 

No applicant affected by syphilis in any form has been 
refused admission, during the year. 

The extension of disease would be greatly checked if patients 
could be induced to seek advice, or compelled to enter this 
Hospital in the early stages of disease. 

We endeavoured to ascertain if there existed any reasonable 
or well founded objection to the Institution, or if there was any 
want of kindness on the part of the nurses to the patients, or if 
the dietary was objected to. 

In reply to our interrogations no complaints were made, but 
we were informed that all letters, except those addressed to 
married women, were opened and read by the Matron, previous 
to being delivered to patients. 

We recommend that there should be exceptions to this rule 
if possible, in the case of letters from parents or near relatives. 

There is one point on which we think it our duty to make some 
special observations, and that is thepractiee, which we are informed 
prevails, of retaining under treatment unmarried females affected 
with syphilis, in the wards of General Hospitals. 

The impropriety of this practice is so obvious that we do not 
consider it necessary to do more than point it out to insure its 
correction. 

Male venereal patients are admitted into Steevens’s, the Rich- 
mond, and other Hospitals where pupils have opportunities of 
studpng the symptoms and treatment of this disease. 

The supply of house linen is sufficient, and each article is 
carefully marked by the Matron previous to being issued for use. 
The laundry department is weU worked, and the clothes are 
dried in the adjoining yard if the weather permits, so as to 
expose them to air and sunlight as much as possible. 

The drainage is said to be efficient, all waste pipes being cut 
off from direct communication with the sewers, and allowed 
to discharge freely in the air into trapped gullies ; we observed, 
however, that some of the ventilating tubes to the soil pipes 
were too small, and we recommend that larger ones be sub- 
stituted. 

We desire again to direct attention to the want of proper pro- 
vision to meet an outbreak of fire. 

There were 61 patients in this Institution on the 1st of April, 
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1885 ; 739 patients were admitted, and 12 infants born in the house, 
during the year ; 710 were discharged, 15 died, and 87 remained 
on the 31st March, 1886, 

The mortality was 2'OC per cent- on the total number treated 
to a termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 30'20 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 67’20. 

House op Industry Hospitals. 

The condition of the wards of each of these Hospitals appeared 
to be good. 

"We interrogated the inmates as to the care bestowed on them 
by the attendants, and as to the attention of the night nurses, and 
are glad to report that the replies are satisfactory. 

_ Some alterations have been lately made in the Kichmoud Hos- 
pital with a view to improve its sanitary condition. The former 
small wards have been thrown together and made into large 
ones. 

The baths are of an old pattern, and not well adapted for the 
more modem methods of medication. 

On the 20th September last a fire broke out in one of the 
py^il’s rooms in the Whitworth Hospital, which was with 
difficulty extinguished. 

We wish again to advert to our suggestions made in pro* 
vious Reports as to the necessity for precautions to be taken 
against^ an outbreak of fire; and also as to the desirableness 
of having printed Rules for attendants hung up in suitable 
places^ for their guidance in the event of such an accident 
occurring. 

On inspection, the linen appeared in some cases very worn, and 
imperfectly washed, but we were informed that this was owing to 
the temporary illness ,of the laundress. 

It would be desirable to have the quilts of a lighter colour, 
BO that the necessity of change would be indicated when soiled. 

Some dissatisfaction was expressed to us by one of the patients 
with the food. But we considered the dietary sufficient, and the 
dinners which we examined could not be objected to. 

The stores are arranged with order and neatness, and strict 
economy is constantly kept in view by the steward, who permits 
nothing to be lost or wasted. 

Hard/uriclce. 

On the 1st of April, 1885, there remained in Hospital 32 
patients; 4<13 were admitted during the year; 374 were dis- 
charged, and 53 died, giving a mortality of 12‘il per cent, on 
those treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 23'88 ; and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 19’68 days. 
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Whitworth. 

Sixty patients remained on tlie 1st of April, 1885 ; 694 were 
admitted, and 1 was bom in tbe house, during the year; 
616 were discharged; 70 died, giving a mortality of 10*20 per 
cent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 50*3^0 ; and the time spent in Hospital by each patient 
averaged 24’31 days. 

Richmond, 

There were 72 patients in this Hospital when the year com- 
menced ; 649 were admitted ; 627 were discharged ; 21 died, 
giving a mortality of 3*24 per cent, on 648 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied in the year was 
63*57, and the time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 
3218 days. 

Steevens’s Hospital. 

On inspection the wards appeared clean, orderly, and well 
ventilated. The various samples of food were of good quality, 
and the cooking and distribution of diets and extras were con- 
ducted satisfactorily. 

The supply of linen is ample, and the laundry arrangements 
are good. 

We ascertained that the blankets are invariably removed for 
purification previous to being re-issued — a precaution of the 
utmost importance, as all woollen fabrics saturated with decom- 
posed organic emanations are likely to poison surgical wounds, 
and to be otherwise injurious. 

There is in each ward a proper supply of towels for the use of 
patients, and those who are unable to perform ablution in the 
lavatories are attended each morning by a nurse, who is respon- 
sible for their personal cleanliness. 

We were glad to notice that every year shows improvements, 
and we have good reason to believe that the best attention is 
given to patients under difficult surroundings. ^ 

With reference to the great advantages this Hospital could 
afford for the promotion of medical education, and the recom- 
mendations of the Commissioners of 1855, which we felt con- 
strained to notice in our Twenty-second and Twenty-third 
Keports, we are sorry to observe that no efforts have since been 
made to re-establish the medical school formerly attached to the 

Hospital , . XX •. 1 

On the 1st of April, 1885, 101 patients remained in Hospital ; 
1,147 were admitted during the year ; 1,099 were discharged ; 52 
died, and 97 remained at the end of the year. 

The mortality was 4'51 per cent, on the total number treated 
to a termination. 
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The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 22'31 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 76'31. 

Meath. 

The management of this Hospital is conducted with elBciency, 
and each succeeding visit shows improvement. 

The nurses, we believe, perform their duty with intelligence and 
fidelity, and due attention is given during the night to those 
cases requiring it. 

The wards present a cheerful appearance, more especially the 
children’s division ; the beds are comfortable, and the changes of 
linen sufficient. 

On the day of inspection, we perceived an unwholesome smell 
in the Operating Theatre, which we ascertained proceeded 
from the laundry. We hope that this defect may be obviated. 

We would wish to find a greater number of beds in reserve, 
so as to permit the wards and the bedding to be exposed for a 
proper time to air and sunlight for purification previous to 
being re-occupied. 

The result of our examination of the different classes of food 
and drinks was, as is usually the case, very satisfactory. 

The cooking was good and not expensive. 

The several registries and other books appear to be kept with 
care and accuracy, and the returns called for from time 
to time are made out, and forwarded to this Board with prompti- 
tude. 

There were 99 patients in this Institution at the commence- 
ment of the year; 1,184 were admitted; 1,111 discharged; 73 
died, and 99 remained on the 31st March, 1886. 

The mortality was 6' 16 per cent, on the total treated to a 
termination. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 24'16 
days, and the average daily number of beds occupied during the 
year was 84'89. 

Cork-street Hospital. 

We examined the several departments of this Hospital, and 
found the wards and corridors scrupulously clean, and well venti- 
lated. The patients receive every necessary care and attention. 
The rations were of good quality, the kitchen accommodation and 
the cooking utensils were sufficient and in order. 

An entirely new and improved system of drainage of the Hos- 
pital has been carried out under proper supervision. The sewer 
ventilation, and the means for flushing, are in accordance with 
modem views ; it is hoped that this improvement will ensure a 
complete sanitary condition. 

Recently there has been no serious outbreak of infectious dis- 
ease in Dublin ; and the number of typhus fever cases has 
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diminished within the last few years, which may be ascribed to 
the praiseworthy operations of the Public Health Committee, in 
clearing away the fever haunts which formerly afforded relays of 
patients. Credit is also due to the Artizans’ DweUings Company, 
for providing better habitations for the poor. 

In the building called the House of Recovery, which forms the 
convalescent portion of this Hospital, a novel system of isolation 
for the prevention of contagion has been inaugurated, by corridors 
on each flat being so constructed, with openings to the exterior 
air at each end, that they practically form open air passages, 
making it as improbable as can well be conceived that 
infectious atmosphere should be communicated from one ward to 
another. 

At the commencement of the year 116 patients remained in 
the Hospital ; 608 were admitted ; 609 discharged ; 70 died, and 
45 remained on the 31st March, 1886. 

The mortality was lO'Sl per cent, on those treated to a ter- 
mination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 43'87, and the 
time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 2212 days. 


Rotunda. 

The working of this institution has been brought into a 
state of great efficiency. We found every department presenting 
its usual appearance of being kept in creditable order. 

The patients we questioned said they received every care and 
attention from the nurses. 

The food was of good quality and well cooked. 

There was a sufficient .supply of house linen, both in store and 
in the wards. It appeared to be in good repair, carefuUy kept, 
and that in use was well washed and clean. AH soiled articles 
are immediately removed from the wards to the rinsing chamber, 
outside the Hospital building, where they are placed in a tank, 
and submitted to a constant stream of cold water, until freed 
from ofiensive matters, and then passed through a wringer, 
and when dried sufficiently, are loosely folded, and sent to the 
laundi-y. 

The hot air chamber was in good order, and is used when 
necessary for stoving and disinfecting blankets, bedding, and all 
wooUen clothing. 

As a school for giving instruction in midwifery and diseases 
peculiar to women, this Hospital continues to hold the highest 
reputation. 

Pupils come from all parts of the United Kingdom, from the 
Colonies, from America, and other foreign countries, to take ad- 
vantage of its educational resources. 

On the 1st of April, 1885, there were 28 patients in the labour 
wards; 1,433 were admitted during the year; 1,197 were 
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discharged after delivery ; 218 were discharged, not having been 
delivered ; 7 died, and 39 remained in the Hospital at the end of 
the year. 

Twenty-three patients remained in the auxiliary or chronic 
department on the 1st of April, 188.5 ; 374 were admitted ; 358 
discharged; 15 died in the year ended 31st March, 1886, and 24 
then remained. 

The mortality of the labour patients, deducting the 218 non- 
parturient cases, was '68 per cent., and that of the chronic cla.ss 
4'02 per cent. 


COOMBE. 

This institution is clean, and well ventilated, and the comforts 
of the patients evidently well attended to. The samples of food 
which we carefully examined were of good quality. 

We inquired of the patients as to the care bestowed on them 
by the attendants, and are glad to report that their replies were 
satisfactory. 

The nurses appear to be very intelligent, and are efficient. 
They all wear dresses that can be, and are, frequently washed. 

We suggest as a precaution against fire, that the straw for 
bedding be stored outside the Hospital building, in one of the 
out-houses in the yard. 

The dead-house is sufficiently distant from the Hospital, and 
well ventilated. We have been informed that no person con- 
nected with the labour wards performs the autopsies. 

It has been observed, that the practice of allowing House 
Surgeons to conduct autopsies in General Hospitals, has un- 
doubtedly been a frequent and unsuspected cause of the propa- 
gation of disease. 

With regard to the average cost per bed, we are glad to find 
that it has been reduced to a little over £65 — the lowest figure 
for the last fifteen years. The present managing Committee ap- 
pear to be indefatigable in their efforts for the welfare of the 
patients, and of the hospital, and have succeeded in effecting 
substantial reductions under several heads of outlay. 

The account books and registers were examined, and found 
carefully and accurately kept. 

Ten labour cases remained in Hospital on the 1st of April, 
1885 ; 557 were admitted during the year ; 542 were discharged ; 
11 died, and 14 remained at the close of the year. 

Sixteen patients remained in the chronic wards on the 1st of 
April, 1885 ; 193 were admitted ; 188 discharged ; 7 died, and 14 
remained at the end of the year. 

The mortality of patients admitted to the labour wards, 
deducting 1 36 that were discharged not having been delivered, 
was 11 deaths in 417 cases or 2'63 per cent. ; and that of the 
chronic class was 3'58 per cent. 
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St. Mark’s. 

This Hospital appears to be satisfactorily conducted, affording 
considerable relief to extern as well as intern patients. 

Since our last inspection, the new building has been finislied, 
and four additional apartments have been provided, viz. ; — 

One on the ground floor, containing 8 beds for adult male 
patients. 

One on the top sto^j a children’s ward, well lighted and 
ventilated, affording space for 6 or 8 cots. ^ 

On the middle floor, a spacious operating theatre, having the 
advantage of a northern aspect for light, and fitted up with 
lavatory and other necessary appliances. 

The accommodation for nurses and attendants is somewhat 
improved, but the basement story is defective in height, and is 
imperfectly lighted. . 

The Governors report that owing to the extension of the Hos- 
pital buildings, and the enhanced value of the property, the 
Fire Insurance Policy has been increased from £2,000 to £5,000. 

The medical statistics are carefully compiled, and form a 
valuable record for future reference. 

A return showing the attendances of each member of the 
Board has not been furnished to us as requested. 

On the 1st of April, 1885, 33 patients were in Hospital; 624 
were admitted during the year; 614 were discharged; 1 died; 
42 then remained. . 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 35, and the 
time spent in Hospital, by each patient averaged 19‘59 days. 

Incurables. 

This Hospital on inspection presented its usual appearance of 
being kept in most creditable order, and the patients receive 
every care and attention. We were informed that the number 
of cases of cancer and consumption admitted in the yeai‘, was only 
once before exceeded. . i 

A head nurse, who was trained in a London hospital, has been 
appointed for the purpose of instructing the ward nurses j and 
with a view to increasing the comforts and ease of the patients, 
the following improvements have been made duriijg the year 

The ventilation of No. 5 ward has been much improved ; night 
bells have been hung, enabling the patients in any ward to 
summon the night nurses. An ample supply of hot and cold 
water has been laid on through the entire house. 

Amongst other matters which are engaging the attention oi 
the Governors is the building of two additional wards if lunds 
are available. This enlargement of the Hospital would permit 
the wards to be occupied in rotation, thus avoiding the gradual 
contamination of the building. t . ti- i 

One hundred and sixty-six patients remained m Hospital, on 
ike 1st April, 1885 ; 58 were admitted ; 11 discharged ; 48 diea 
during the year, and 165 remained on the 31st March, 1886. 
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The mortality was 21'4.3 per cent, on the total number in the 
house. 

The time spent in Hospital by each patient averaged 271*30 
days. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 1C6’50.
